3,637,000 Jobless in Germany on June 1 


American Workers 
Unions of T.U.U.L. to Meet New Attack 


With the new Stock Exchange crash revealing the general eco- 
nomic crisis not only in America, where the falling trade has caused 
rapid declines in production and prices, but also in the entire world, a 
brief resume of only one day’s news shows the international crisis, 
only partially but truly, as follows: 

Steel production, as yardstick of general business, is falling not 
only in America but everywhere. In England it has dropped from 
840,000 tons in May, 1929, to 692,000 this past May. In Germany it 
dropped from 1,150,986 tons to 859,675 tons in the same time. Iron 
output in France dropped 40 per cent in April from March. 

Prices in England have fallen 10.4 per cent since last October. 
Prices in France have falten 13 per cent from a year ago, falling over 
2 per cent in May. 

Germany, whose capitalists are trying to unload the whole burden 
of the Young Plan Reparations payments on the workers, is being 
again “warned” by Parker Gilbert to “reform the budget,” the gov- 
ernment having a deficit of 1,284,000,000 marks, about $421,000,000, 
the present fiscal year. There are $7,500,000,000 tied up in goods of 
all kinds with nobody to buy them. 

Argentina is in a deep crisis, the government customs receipts for 
six months having dropped 15 per cent from that of a year ago, but 
the worst is the catastrophic fall in wheat exports, due to the world 
over-supply (though millions in all countries have not enough bread). 
A year ago, in one week Argentina exported 5,731,000 bushels of wheat; 
this year, 2,733,000. bushels. 

Saturday on the Chicago Wheat Pit, July wheat broke below $1. 
Canada has a “good” wheat crop—which under capitalism means “bad” 
prices and hard times. The U. S. Farm Board is stuck with a carry- 
over of 270,000,000 bushels, with about 800,000,000 coming on the new 
crop. Nobody dares to say what the farmers will get for it. 

Of the 270,000,000 bushels carry-over, the government owns 59,- 
000,000, it is said, but then it has also backed with loans a lot of the 
remainder. What falling prices will do to this is being concéaled by 
all capitalist papers. The same thing applies to cotton. Corn, oats 
and rye are also falling even more than wheat, 

Optimists, figuring on exports to Europe, where the crop is said 
not to be above average and where there is little carry-over, get pale 
when they think of the big crop said to be coming out of the Soviet 
Union where agriculture is being rapidly socialized under the Five 
Year Plan. 

In addition, the economic depression and. unemployment in Europe 
will make less demand, though millions need bread. And besides all 
this, all European countries are preparing a tariff war against U. S. 
exports. The wail of the French paper, “La Liberte,” says: 

“Are we going to have a tariff war between Europe and America? 
It will be less bloody than another but just as ruinous. And through 
the misery and resentment which may result it may prepare so well 
the road to revolution. Is the capitalistic system doomed to die 
through excess of production—through excess of wealth?”

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950 MORE MINERS 
STRIKE AGAINST 
10 PER CENT CUT 


Only 17 Scabs, Led by 
Socialist | Party Man 


PITTSBURGH, he June 16.— 
/Two hundred and fifty miners have 
struck at the Duquesne Mine. One 
hundred and fifty participated in 
the mass picketing instituted im- 
médiately. The state troopers and 
deputies arrested two women the 
first day. The International Labor 
Defense is defending them. There 
are at present seventeen scabs at 
he mine composed of Lewis and 

owat elements and bootleggers. 
The Penowa mine workers are help- 
ing the Duquesne miners and are 
participating in the picket line. 

There is a good possibility of 
spreading the strike to other mines. 
Over 1,000 are already striking in 
Pennsylvania, léd by the National 
Miners’ Union, Eviction notices 
were served on the leaders and im- 
mediate relief is urgent. 

In their efforts to smash the 
strike, the state troopers threat- 
ened the miners with deportation 
stating that all miners who were 
foreigners would be deported. 

The strike committee that visited 
the superintendent were told that 
wages would have to be cut to 30 
cents per ton, the boss claiming 
that the mine wasn’t making any 
money because of the scale. 

The Lewis fascist and Howat 
social-fascist elements are leading 
the scabs here. There are 17 scab- 
bing at Duquesne. The Lewis 
scabs comprise former beer agents 
who are now bootlegging, and 
gangsters who own five houses, 
leaders among them being Mike 

Havilak and Mondo Rullo. The 
leader of all the scabs, John Dob- 
lyak, is a member of the socialist 
party and a Howat supporter. He 
controls a small group of Sloven- 
ian socialists, 6 or 7 in number, and 
all are actively scabbing.

T.U.U.L. This committee of action proceeds to 
carry on propaganda on the inside, using 
stickers, distributing: leaflets and genera] agit- 
ation. While from the outside, comrades must 
hold factory gate meetings, sell and distribute 
the Labor Unity, carry on mass distribution 
of leaflets explaining still further the role of 
the T.U.U.L., connected up with the conditions 
inside the factory. The comrades on the in- 
side must expose all the bosses schemes in 
order to win over the workers for the T.U.U.L. 

In a factory where we have half of the 
workers organized we can put forward the 
demands of the T.U.U.L. and demand the elec- 
tion of the shop committee. On the job no 
committee can be called the shop committee 
unless it is elected by a majority of the work- 
ers in the shop or factory, so let us not mix 
the committees of action with the shop com- 
mittees. 

One big shortcoming of our Party and es- 
pecially in District 13, is the lack of under- 
standing on the part of our comrades of the 
importance of fraction meetings, not only the 
rank and file comrades but the leading com- 
rades as well. The Party members must not 
only learn to attend fraction meetings but to 
carry out fraction decisions as well. In many 
cases it happens that those comrades who do 
not attend fraction meetings, when they come 
to the union meetings bring in other opinions

there are many factories of the same industry, 
the executive is elected not from different 
departments, but from the most active work- 
ers of each factory. 

In instances where there are three shifts, 
meetings must be held not only in the evenings 
but also in the day time, so as to give work- 
ers working night time to attend meetings. 
The T.U.U.L, organizer is to make it his or her 
business to send speakers to the unions, lea- 
gues and groups to give the workers in the 
unions a basis for discussion. This. will help 
to develop the class consciousness and under- 
standing of the comrades of how to build a 
union. Special attention must be given to the 
foreign born and Negro workers. While it is 
true some foreign born workers cannot speak 
very good English, yet we find among them 
the most active and militant workers with 
much understanding of how to build the T.U. 
U.L. In District 13 manifestations of foreign 
chauvinism come from the members of the 
Young Communist League of one shop, against 
Party members of the same shop. While the 
Party members build the shop nucleus and 
start to build the new union members of the 
Y.C.L. are passively fighting Party members 
in the meetings of the union, because of their 
language.

The Federation had “looked over” the field 
even before the Communists came in, McGrady 
said, and discovered that the “shackles taken 
off from the Negroes were put on the white 
workers.” But the mill bosses refused to lis- 
ten to humanitarian arguments of the Fed- 
eration, so the fat boys packed up and left. 
Along came the terrible Communists, stirred 
up unrest and called a strike. 
- But, McGrady stirringly declared, the Com- 
munists, to turn the sympathy of “our south- 
ern citizenry” against them by actually treat- 
ing the Negroes as equals, allowing them on 
the platfurm, etc., all causing “in the end— 
murder,” ete., etc. The Communists didn’t 
want to win the strike, McGrady declared, but 


_ only to sow the seeds of discontent.

Another sly maneuver of the capitalist 
class in time of crisis is the division of the 
working class ranks. White workers are put 
against Negro workers, native-born against 
foreign-born, skilled against unskilled, em- 
ployed against unemployed workers, and so on. 
While the crisis binds fast in its clutches the 
capitalist world, the bosses of this country as 
-a part of their program of suppression of the 
working class, are intensifying their attacks 
against Negro workers and foreign-born work- 
ers. While at Washington bills are pending 
designed to transform the foreign-born work- 
ers into»a herd of jailbirds under police vigil- 
ance, the bosses’ agents are lynching Negro 
workers and the capitalist press incite hatred 
and lynching of the Negro and foreign-born 
workers, the authorities are increasing at a 
fast speed the persecution of them. The blows 
of reaction against foreign-born workers are, 
first of all, centered against the politica] re- 
fugees from the fascist countries and in par- 
ticular the Communists who are the vanguard 
of the workers’ struggle. The cases of de- 
portation today already are counted by the 
hundreds; there is a big campaign to develop 
a new era of “red hysteria,” the bosses are 
preparing the ground for a repetition of the 
infamous actions of 1919-20, through which 
thousands of workers were imprisoned and 
deported wholesale and which have brought 


workers’ laws, must demand the right of as- 
sylum for all the political refugees. 

The workers, mobilized by hundreds of 
thousands, must demand.a stop of the in- 
famous persecution of- the foreign-born work- 
ers. All the workers’ organizations -(Local 
Unions, workers clubs, fraternal organizations, 
etc.), should join the International Labor De- 
fense in its campaign against the persecution 
of foreign-born workers. Resolutions of pro- 
test must be passed immediately by all work-
